“And they were all filled with the

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By request I am writing on the dif- 
ferent dispensations. This article will 
contain the obligations of the human 
race under the Dispensation of Innocence. 
This dispensation lasted from the crea- 
tion of man until his expulsion from the 
garden. 

TIME AND ETERNITY 


The difference between an age and a 
dispensation is that an age stands for a 
period between two great physical 
changes in the earth’s surface, while a 
dispensation stands for a moral or pro- 
bationary period in the world’s history. 
We must learn to separate scripture as to 
time and eternity and the different ages 
and dispensations of time. If we put the 
scriptures in their proper places and give 
them their proper application, we will 
find that outside of time the scriptures 
mention two ages: before time, the alpha 
or creative ages, and after time, the ome- 
ga or ages of the ages. In time there are 
three ages and seven dispensations, The 
three ages are: 1. The antediluvian age. 
This extends from the fall to the flood. 
2. The present age. This extends from 
the flood to the second coming of Christ. 
3. The age of ages. This extends from the 
second coming of Christ to the end of 
time. This last age is a dual age com- 
posed of—(1) the millennial age and 
(2) the perfect age. The millennial age 
is also a dispensation in its relation to the 
six preceding dispensations. An age in 
scripture is from one climatic change to 
another in the earth’s surface or condi- 
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tion. 
THE TIMES AND SEASONS 


Please read the following references: 
Acts 1:7; 17:26; Heb. 1:1; Acts 17: 
29, 30; Rom. 2:12; Heb. 1:2; Acts 3: 


20; Luke 21:24; Acts 3:19; Eph. 1:10; 
Acts 3:21. 

It will be good for us to find out 
something about the earth and its inhab- 
itants before the creation of man. Gen. 
1:1, 2, “In the beginning God created 
the heaven and the earth. And the earth 
was without form, and void; and dark- 
ness was upon the face of the deep. And 
the Spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters.” 

The first thing we will notice is “in 
the beginning.” We have been taught 
that the beginning here spoken of is the 
period referred to in connection with the 
creation of Adam. St. John 1:1, 2 says, 
“In the beginning was the word, and the 
word was with God, and the word was 
God. The same was in the beginning 
with God.” Now in order to find out 
what period represents the beginning re- 
ferred to in these verses, we will have to 
make some comparisons. We will read 
Prov. 8:22-30, “The Lord possessed me 
in the beginning of his way, before his 
works of old. I was set up from everlast- 
ing, from the beginning, or ever the 
earth was. When there were no depths, I 
was brought forth; when there was no 
fountains abounding with water. Before 
the mountains were settled, before the 
hills was I brought forth: While as yet he 
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had not made the earth, nor the fields, 
nor the highest part of the dust of the 
world. When he prepared the heavens, I 
was there: when he set a compass upon 
the face of the depth: When he estab- 
lished the clouds above; when he 
strengthened the fountains of the deep: 
When he gave to the sea his decree, that 
the waters should not pass his command- 
ment: when he appointed the foundations 
of the earth: Then I was by him, as one 
brought up with him: and I was daily 
his delight, rejoicing always before him.” 
The first part of this chapter refers 
to wisdom. The verses just used convey 
a broader and more tangible meaning, 
not just an attribute of Christ, but the 
Christ Himself, This is the Christ who 
possessed wisdom. The beginning goes 
farther back than the creation of Adam. 
It was before the Father established the 
seas or the clouds, or before the moun- 
tains were settled or the hills formed. 


WITHOUT FORM AND VOID 

The next thought we will notice is the 
word “void.” The earth was without 
form and void. We find that the word 
“void” means a waste, destruction, de- 
vastation. 

Jer. 4:23-26, “I beheld the earth, and 
lo, it was without form, and void; and 
the heavens, and they had no light. I be- 
held the mountains, and, lo, they 
trembled, and all the hills moved light- 
ly. I beheld, and, lo, there was no man, 
and all the birds of the heavens were

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On Thursday, 21st of January, as the 
other members of our mission group had 
turned back northward for the different 
fields of labor, I left on scheduled time 
for Haiti, an island way south,  sur- 
rounded by the Atlantic Ocean and 
Caribbean sea. Haiti is a very mountain- 
ous country. The mountain roads make 
traveling difficult and in some places al- 
most impossible. I understand the little 
town of Jeremie is almost completely 
isolated with the result the people have 
developed in their own way. Haiti is a 
land of amazing contrasts. It is a coun- 
try where the land is very fertile and yet 
there is much poverty. There are many 
people who have received a first-class 
education while others are __ illiterate. 
Those who are highly educated are proud 
of their culture. Even a taxi driver, you 
may find to be well educated—not only 
speaking good French but reading fluent- 
ly Latin as well. Ordinarily the people 
are not able to sing so well, yet I believe 
our people sing quite well, but their songs 
are those old familiar hymns we learned 
in early childhood. I really wish our 
latest church song book was written in 
French so that our people could sing the 
new songs. 


Haiti is a land of contrast in religion. 
While the people are outwardly Catholics, 


yet underneath the veneer there lies the- 


old Voodoo religion brought over from 
dark heathen Africa. Rev. H. O. McCon- 
nell said 2 man died and while the serv- 
ice was being conducted in a cathedral 
a Voodoo Priest was conducting near-by 
a most degrading ceremony. In that cere- 
mony he was trying to bring back the 
spirit of the dead man and to put it into 
some of the people standing around. The 
spirit of the dead was supposed to have 
returned and entered into a girl, As a 
result, she became known as_ Father 
“Peter.” 


When you hear the beating of the 
drums in the far distance you don’t know 
whether it is a band coming, or a relig- 
ious service, or a call to the Voodoo wor- 
ship, or for a signal for war, or for a 
wedding, as the bomb! bomb! of the 
drum is used for many purposes. Back 
many years before the day of modern 
travel, missionaries were killed by these 
mobs. The missionary didn’t know 
whether he would ever reach the place 
because there were the pirates looking to 
capture and kill them, and weak con- 
structed ships battling against the waves 
for four or five thousand miles from 
England were not safe for them, yet some 
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caught the true mission spirit and were 
ready to hazard their lives for the salva- 
tion of these poor lost souls. Thank God! 
Though some conditions are better now, 
we still have men who are ready to do 
their bit to carry this precious gospel 
of the Holy Ghost to these unfortunate 
ones. 

Just a few weeks ago Brother Herne 
and a group of workers had service at 
a place. They left early, about 2:00 
o’clock in the morning, and walked for 
about sixteen miles and when they 
counted their money they didn’t have 
enough all put together to buy their 
breakfast. But Sister Scotland, who had 
slept and dreamed before starting, was 
shown right where the money was for 
breakfast. She saw in the night vision, or 
dream, the very cemetery and the tomb 
by which an offering of food offered to 
the idol god was covered and that money 
was underneath it. So sure enough she 
came and found exactly as she had 
dreamed. She went right to the place and 
there found the money. I believe it was 
twenty-three cents. Brother Herne prayed 
over it and they felt free to use the 
money to buy food. The natives wouldn’: 
use the money nor eat the food for any- 
thing as the evil spirit would enter them 
and make them deathly sick and very 
likely kill them. Praise God! He still has 
money. He told Peter to take money out 
of the fish’s mouth. But no doubt if the 
people would listen to the small still 
voice it would say take it out of your 
pocket and send to the workers who are 
living on a few cents a day to carry this 
work on. 

Well, pardon me, I just kept telling 
about Haiti and conditions and have left 
off to tell of our glorious convention 
there. 

Brother Herne, the overseer, and an- 
other brother met me at the air base, and 
of course I was indeed glad to see them 
again, The officials were so kind and gave 
us such a hearty welcome to stay in their 
city and litrle nation. As we rode up to 
within a half block of tne mission the 
car stopped and the ministers and work- 
ers formed two rows and came marching 
toward me singing. I snapped the picture 
and praised God for these precious peo- 
ple who were extending such a hearty 
welcome to my return. We all marched 
back to the church where we had a good 
long concert prayer. 

Nineteen of the twenty-seven workers 
of the Island were present and God did 
bless the speakers as they spoke on their 
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appropriate subjects. They presented a 
large bouquet of roses to me, and before 
the service was over, I wish you could 
have heard the shouts of victory. While 
one couldn’t understand them verbatim, 
yet you could appreciate their sincerity 
in worship and oh! how good the halle- 
lujahs did sound. 

I was impressed with the work of the 
Ladies’ Willing Workers Band, young 
peoples’ work, under the direction of the 
principal of our mission school. The chil- 
dren did well with their parts. 

On Sunday morning we had a special 
baptismal service and I assisted Brother 
Herne in baptizing eight in the Carib- 
bean sea. One sister who lived sixteen 
miles up in the mountains near Kinskoff 
had never been to the city of Port au 
Prince nor the sea. No doubt she had 
heard in her language that has never been 
written, weird things about the awful 
creatures in the sea, but yet she desired to 
follow her Lord in baptism, therefore, 
she came way out in the waters, possibly 
seventy-five yards, and when baptized 
she praised God and shouted, and my 
heart was so touched as I thought what 
it meant to help such people find and 
follow the Lord. Praise God! I believe 
there were nine saved and three sancti- 
fied during the convention. 

Brother Herne has waiting on his re- 
turn now to the south part of the island, 
fifty-four candidates for water baptism 
and nine weddings. 

I do wish God would put it on the 
heart of some one, or ones, that we could 
arrange a good place for the Mission 
School and local church. Brother 
Herne began the school when he 
had only fifteen members of the 
church and at a time when his 
friends criticized him for such a step, bur 
he said, “If I’m to build up the work, I 
need trained workers,” and of course the 
way to have good workers anywhere in 
the world is to train God-called and God- 
anointed men and women, so he kept his 
school going. The work has grown and 1s 
growing. While there I made special in- 
vestigation and located an ideal place, if 
only we had the cash to spare for such 
a splendid building and location. I see 
the need and I believe the Mission Board 
does, but remember they (the Mission 
Board) are carrying on the greatest pro- 
gram now in all the history of the 
church—with other missionaries desiring 
to sail soon, 

Please pray! Do your part. God has 
set before us the greatest open door of 
any people in the world I do believe. 
Brother, we just can’t shift successfully 
the responsibility that is ours only. It is 
too dangerous to try. So come on, let’s do 
all we can to be the greatest blessing 
possible to the lost and dying in foreign 
lands.

“I can do all things through Christ 
which strengtheneth me,” Phil. 4:13. 


To be conquerors in all life’s problems, 
is the task set before us. It is to be vic- 
torious all the time and everywhere. Jesus 
overcame in all things and this is the 
ground for our constant and complete 
victory over sin and Satan in this world 
(John 16:33). 

The Christian is described as being 
saved from sin and its dominion, pure in 
heart, full of the Spirit of God and liv- 
ing a life “hid with Christ in God.” And 
yet for all this, the daily demands upon 
us are such that from our own little life 
we are unable to meet them.

So it is necessary 
for us to keep constantly in touch with 
our great source of supply, where our 
strength is renewed dav by day (2 Cor. 
4:16). 

It is not that our experiences are de-

us and supply and keep us moment by 
moment. The body cannot get sleep 
enough for more than a day at a time, nor 
take food to suffice for more than a few 
hours at a time, so the process of nour- 
ishment must be kept up daily. It is so 
with the soul too, those processes for the 
sustaining of spiritual life must be kept 
up day by day.

And 
when Moses seemed to be at the end of

David, the Shepherd-King 


“Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto 
Jesse and said, Send me David thy son, 
which is with the sheep.”—1 Sam. 16:19. 

David is one of the outstanding char- 
acters of the Bible. “A man after mine 
own heart” was God’s description of 
him. Acts 13:22. Of all the kings and 
prophets, God never so described any 
other. 

His character was formed early in 
life. What advantages he had over his 
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seven older brothers we are not told. In- 
deed he may have been less privileged 
than they, at least when the prophet 
Samuel came to find a king among 
Jesse’s sons, David was not considered at 
all, until all the older ones were re- 
jected. But God had His eye on David 
and finally brought him ro that place for 
which He had prepared him. 

There are certain basic principles upon 
which true character is built, David pos- 
sessed these. 

1. David was honest at heart. This is 
the first step toward right living—hon- 
esty with God and man. David’s parents 
might have instilled this principle in his 
heart in his childhood training, or he 
might have been instructed from the 
teachings of the prophet, but in either 
case it was contact with the truth that 
made David honest. 

2. The fact that David had the con- 
fidence of his father and those about him 
and could be trusted, proves that he lived 
right. True Christian character has an 
undiscountable value and standing where- 
ever it may be found. 

3. He took an interest in his work. He 
cared for the sheep, even risking his life 
for their protection, as he slew the lion 
and the bear. In this he showed unusual 
purpose and determination. He mastered 
the situation in which he found himself. 
The grace of God offers every man pow- 
er to live right, no matter what are the 
conditions in which it finds him. 

4. There is no evidence that David 
idled his time away. Perhaps he had little 
spare time. But he used his time to good 
advantage. He learned to play the harp 
possibly while minding the sheep. Evi- 
dently his musical turn of mind was a 
God-given talent, but he developed __ it. 
Who would have thought anything of 
David’s sitting on a stone out there 
among the sheep picking on that old 
harp, but it was the skill developed there 
that brought him into the presence of 
the king. So it pays to take into account 
the little things, and everything, and 
make the most of them all. 

§. David had faith in God. When he 
came to meet the giant he proved that 
he was a scholar in the school of faith. 
The way he handled the situation, and 
that by faith in his God, made him look 
iike a veteran beside all his older brothers 
and the seasoned soldiers. David's life as 
king of Israel, prophet, writer, sweet 
singer, and musician all prove the mar- 
velous value of those righteous principles 
instilled into his heart in his youth.

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Mammon on Parade in India 
By J. H. IncrRam 
INTRODUCTION 


The word “Mammon” comes from the 
Greek “Mamonas” which literally means 
“riches” or “wealth.” It also suggests a 
personification of the god of riches. Both 
the Bible and history bear out this theory. 
When referring to this deity, we natu- 
rally think in terms of “the unright- 
eous mammon” as opposed to “the true 
riches” which have been committed to 
our trust. Luke 16:11. 

Wealth comes under two  classifica- 
tions in the New Testament; namely, 
“the unsearchable riches of Christ” and 
“the uncertain riches of this world.” Eph. 
3:8; 1 Tim. 6:17. 

The writer, who has lately returned 
from a visit to India, is in a position to 
know something of the lavish display of 
riches in this country, which goes hand 
in hand with extreme poverty in many 
instances. Since this parade of wealth is 
carried out in the name of religion, with 
others afflicting themselves by fasting, 
and in countless other ways to appease 
the wrath of the angry gods, should it 
not move us to greater activity in behalf 
of missions? 

THE WORLD’S RICHEST MAN 

Nawab Sir Mir Osman Alikhan, G. C. 
S. I., The Seventh Nizam of the Hydera- 
bad Deccan in India, is said to be the 
world’s richest man. Let us take him for 
an example and see whether or not it 
pays to trust in “uncertain _ riches.” 
This ruler has only about 14,000,000 
subjects under him, yet his personal for- 
tune is estimated at $2,000,000,000. 
Underneath the floor of his private living 
quarters is a vault, containing gold bul- 
lion valued at $33,000,000, which to- 
gether with jewels stored there, represent 
a fabulous fortune. A gold chain abou: 
his neck holds the key to this vast treas- 
ury. The Royal Train of State consists of 
an engine and twenty-two gold and jewel 
bedecked coaches. Steam is kept up twen- 
ty-four hours a day, so the Nizam can 
leave at any hour should he so desire. He, 
being a heavy smoker, has had a huge 
pipe installed in the engine of the train 
where the choicest tobaccos are burned. 
A flexible tube reaches throughout the 
length of the train with connections in 
different places, so he can smoke when 
and where he pleases. On the Jast trip 
to Delhi four freight trains were sent 
ahead to carry the king’s baggage, and 
three hundred servants were in attend- 


ance. He has dispensed with his riches 
quite freely at times, but it seems that 
the poor have never figured in any of 
his transactions. For example, during the 
World War he kept two companies of 
soldiers at the front, gave the British 
government $50,000,000 and in addition, 
sent a smail fortune to London to fight 
the submarine evil. When his two sons 
married a daughter and niece of the de- 
posed Caliph of Turkey, he gave each of 
their wives $500,000 and $1,000,000 
worth of jewels, and put the ex-Caliph on 
a pension of $1,500 a month. Lately his 
queen went on a pilgrimage to their 
“Holy City” Mecca. On this occasion she 
wore her embroidered robe of state made 
from silk cocoons raised in their private 
garden, and it was decorated with $55,- 
000 worth of jewels. She took along a 
portable electric light plant, and a cargo 
of incense. A flock of peacocks and herds 
of gorgeously draped elephants and cam- 
els made up the royal train, and there 
were two hundred servants in attendance, 


Is the Nizam happy? Emphatically no! 
For, although he owns six dazzling 
palaces, a royal wardrobe and about four 
hundred automobiles, he lives in a bun- 
galow, and rides in a seven-year-old in- 
expensive touring car, has his shoes 
mended and the shine removed from his 
old suits. He seldom leaves his estate, 
worries about his household expenses from 
day to day, and fears his children will 
squander his riches when he dies. 


MORE THAN 10,000 JEWELS GO 
INTO IDOL’S GOLD CROWN 
When I see the amount of money and 
energy that is expended in the promo- 
tion of heathen religions, I feel that w2 
as the Church of God haven’t done any- 
thing scarcely to advance the cause we 
pretend we love so well. For example, let 
us check the press report from Madras, 
India, under date of Jan. 9, 1937: 
“Thousands of precious stones 
will be used in the new crown 
which authorities of the famous 
temple at Tirupati, Madras Presi- 
dency, India, have announced the 
intention of making for their idol. 
The crown will be made of gold half 
an inch thick, and will be two feet, 
four and one-half inches high, and 
three feet seven inches in circum- 
ference at the base. The gems to be 
used will include 2,400 flat cut 
diamonds, 3,900 rubies, 2,400 emer- 
alds, 375 sapphires, 200 cut dia- 
monds and hundreds of other gems. 
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The Tirupati god is famous over In- 
dia for its wealth. It is believed to 
respond to vows made in times of 
domestic distress.” 

All this meaningless service of sacri- 
fice comes about because these dear peo- 
ple do not know “the blessing of the 
Lord, it maketh rich, and he addeth no 
sorrow with it.” Prov. 10:22. 

Leaving the question of the Nizam’s 
riches in India, a great deal could be said 
about our own gold vaults here in the 
state of Kentucky where Uncle Sam is 
hoarding up nearly $11,000,000,000 or 
about half the world’s gold supply. What 
is the answer to this? It is none other 
than the fulfillment of James 5:1-8, and 
shows that the last days are upon us! 
Should we not bestir ourselves and be up 
and doing? 

Following the example of Paul in Acts 
15:36 the writer is starting on another 
long journey in the interest of missions, 
visiting the brethren in different coun- 
tries on the way to India. We also hope 
to introduce the work of the Church oi 
God in some new fields en route. Paul 
admonishes us “To preach the gospel in 
the regions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man’s line of 
ready to our hand.” 2 Cor. 10:16. 

It is encouraging to note that God has 
given a gracious outpouring of the Spirit 
in India and that the Church of God is 
represented today in both the Hyderabad 
Deccan and in the Madras Presidency.

Disloyalty is failure to be loyal. Web- 
ster says to be loyal is to be faithful to 
duty and infers that it is our duty to be 
constant and faithful in any relation im- 
plying confidence or trust; bearing true 
allegiance to constituted authority and 
adhering to constituted government in 
times of rebellion or revolution. 

A FIRM CONSTITUTION 

As members of the great Church of 
God we have a relation implying con- 
fidence and trust when we covenant to 
accept the whole Bible rightly divided 
and the New Testament for our only 
rule of faith and practice. 

This is the greatest constituted au- 
thority under the sun, granting equal 
rights to all who accept. Although the 
Old Testament is not for rule and prac- 
tice, it is basic evidence of the New Tes- 
tament. Jesus instructed how to use the 
two. We can not go back to the old 
covenant for hope of salvation, for old 
bottles will not hold new wine, but we 
can find much evidence in prophecy of 
the new and some examples of holy liv- 
ing. Jesus said every scribe which is 
instructed unto the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a householder which bringeth 
forth out of his treasure things new and 
old. Matt, 13:52. 

Peter referred to Old Testament peo- 


ple as an example of holy living. 1 Peter — 


3:1-6. Therefore with proper instructions 
we can use the part of the old Scripture 
that will blend with the new. 

OUR INDIVIDUAL RESPONSI- 

BILITY 

It is our responsibility to be loyal when 
others fail. Their failures do not annul 
our relation with the Church, therefore, 
do not lessen our responsibility and do 
not justify any to give up and quit. 
Anyone who fails to be loyal to such a 
relation as granted in accepting the whole 
Bible rightly divided, is not very likely 
to be loyal to any thing, for abiding in 
the truth is evidence of loyalty. 

DISLOYALTY DIVERSIFIED 

There is theological and practical dis- 
loyalty. One is giving up right doctrine 
from the standpoint of teaching, the 
other is transgressing the principles of 
right doctrine, and whoever is guilty of 
one will most likely practice the other 
and the practice of either is criminal—a 
crime against self and fellowmen. 

EXAMPLES OF DISLOYALTY 

We have some examples of disloyalty 
in both Old and New Testaments. One 
outstanding example is that of Joab. He 
failed to properly present his case to the 
constituted authority, shed blood of war 


in time of peace, a crime for which said 
authority had to execute judgment in or- 
der to be innocent and though Joab had 
great victories in fighting Israel’s battles 
and had to pay the penalty of being exe- 
cuted himself, others were called in ques- 
tion and moved off the stage of action. 
Others repented and their sentences were 
annulled but Joab’s case is one of warn- 
ing in that he seemed so successful so 
many years and seemed to be fighting 
the Lord’s battle, but his sin found him 
out. Would it not be disloyal for anyone 
to refuse counsel with the proper ones in 
the right spirit, persist in their own pur- 
pose and then expect to be approved in 
the end? Would it not be a bad example, 
if not sowing bad seed? 

A man once visited a forest where a 
severe storm had just blown many trees 
down and found upon examination some 
defect in every tree that had failed to 
stand. Some indeed, outwardly, appeared 
healed over, but showed their weakness 
during the storm. Thus it pays to make 
adjustment from the heart. Some species 
of eagles build their nests in trees and 
it is said the trees they select never blow 
down. The whole Bible rightly divided, 
the Word of God, will stand every storm 
even when heaven and earth pass away. 
It would be disloyalty for the eagles to 
forsake their nest in time of storm and 
leave their little ones, just because the 
wind blows, for it is their natural (or 
God-given) instinct that guides them in 
selecting infallible trees, It would mani- 
fest doubt, hence disloyalty. We should 
be loyal to our brethren in any way, 
even in grievances, in making proper re- 
conciliation and be very careful not to 
exact more than right on the other fel- 
low’s part. Such would be the Joab kind 
(murderous) and pays bad dividends. 
The Spirit of Christ is best. Though we 
might feel defrauded at times a Christian 
reward awaits us. 

THE REWARD 

It takes courage and boldness to be 
loyal. The Apostle Paul stood firm when 
he met opposition in various ways. Gal. 
2:5. Compare Acts 15:1-12. He with- 
stood Peter but did it in the right way. 
Some folks would have us think that the 
keys to the kingdom were only to Peter. 
If it should be so, Paul knew the direc- 
tions for their proper use; namely, “That 
the truth of the gospel might remain,” 
“the preaching might be fully known,” 
and “that all the Gentiles might hear.” 
He faced the oppositions, thank God, 
took courage, kept the faith (was faith- 
ful to duty), finished his course, and 
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had the assurance of the reward, the 
crown of righteousness. If there had been 
less disloyalty in this our day, not so 
many “jumping out of the ship,” our 
progress would have been far greater and 
there would have been more brilliantly 
glittering crowns. 

May the God of all grace and peace 
heal (Heb. 12:12, 13) us from our fail- 
ures and grant us to be faithful to His 
glory through Jesus our example and 
King. All pray for me. God bless every 


one,

fled. I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful place 


was a wilderness, and all the cities there- 
of were broken down at the presence of 
the Lord, and by his fierce anger.” This 
is having reference to the future judg- 


ment. Jeremiah looked down through 
time with a prophetical eye and 
saw the day of the Lord, even 


the final destruction, and said, “I beheld 
the earth, and, lo, it was without form, 
and void.” If the statement here “with- 
out form, and void” means wreckage, 
waste, or devastation, it also means the 
same in Genesis 2. 


The original earth was once a beau- 
tiful place inhabited by glorious angels. 
“Lucifer” is not a repulsive name but 
means “‘day star.” He was a bright, shin- 
ing, and glorious star at first, but he be- 
came exalted and tried to exalt his 
throne above the clouds and be like the 
most high God. See Isa. 14:14. Some 
seem to think that Satan was one time 
up in heaven where God’s throne is, but 
we are persuaded to believe that he was 
never there, but was in a place where he 
had oversight of myriads of angels, who 
also fell and are referred to as having 
lost their first estate. After these angels 
were cast down, the earth was submerged 
into a state of chaos or darkness. 2 Peter 
3:5, 6, “For this they willingly are ig- 
norant of, that by the word of God the 
heavens were of old, and the earth stand- 
ing cut of the water and in the water: 
Whereby the world that then was, being 
overflowed with water, perished.” This 
refers to the time when the angels in- 
habited the earth before the creation of 
man and by means of these waters the 
earth perished. 


We also read in Jude 6, “And the an- 
gels which kept not their first estate, but 
left their own habitation, he hath re- 
served in everlasting chains under dark- 


ness unto the judgment of the great 
day.” These are the angels which in- 
habited the earth before the chaotic 


state and were cast out of their lofty es- 
tate. These angels were created beings and 
we do not know how long they inhab- 
ited the earth but Lucifer was the lead- 
ing angel and on account of his disobed- 
ience he lost his estate. 


Job 2:1-4. This scripture shows that 
Satan existed after the creation of man 
and had power to walk and talk. Job 
38:3-8. While Job was undergoing his af- 
fliction and complaining to the Lord, the 
Lord asked him a question, “Where wast 
thou .... when the morning stars 
sang together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy?” At the time Satan pre- 
sented himself he was no more Lucifer, 
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the bright and morning star, but only 
Satan. In God’s question to Job He refers 
to the time before man was made, evi- 
dently when the angels inhabited the 
earth. God did not show His mercy to the 
disobedient angels, but cast them down 
and some of them are in chains of dark- 
ness waiting for the judgment, These an- 
gels will be judged by the saints. 1 Cor. 
6:3. 
GOD’S COMMAND TO ADAM 

Gen. 1:27, “So God created man in 
his own image, in the image of God cre- 
ated he him; male and female created he 
them. And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multiply, 
and replenish the earth, and subdue it: 
and have dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and over the fowl of the air, and 
over every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth.” 

This verse proves that the earth had 
been inhabited before the creation of 
man for God’s command to them was “‘to 
replenish,” which means to repopulate. 
After the flood He gave Noah the same 
command. Gen. 9:1, “And God blessed 
Noah and his sons, and said unto thein, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish 
the earth.” Gen. 3:20, “And Adam called 
his wife’s name Eve; because she was the 
mother of all living.” It is very clear 
from these scriptures that God’s purpose 
in the creation of man and woman was 
to repopulate the earth and from this pair 
sprang all generations of man and woman. 


OBLIGATIONS OF MAN IN THE 
DISPENSATION OF INNOCENCE 
Genesis 2:8, 9, “And the Lord God 
planted a garden eastward in Eden; and 
there he put the man whom he had 
formed. And out of the ground made the 
Lord to grow every tree that is pleasant to 
the sight, and good for food; the tree of 
life also in the midst of the garden, and 
the tree of knowledge of good and evil.” 
In verse 7 we have an account of the 
act of creation. “And the Lord God 
formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life; and man became a living 
soul.” We believe that Adam and Eve 
were God’s ideal of perfect man and 
woman. They were just a little lower 
than the angels. The only difference be- 
tween man and the angels must have been 
that man did not possess knowledge just 
as the angels did. Man being made in the 
image and likeness of God had a perfect 
body and no doubt in many respects he 


‘was the most handsome of all the hu- 


man race. They were placed in the garden 
with every comfort, not to be idle but 
they were commanded to dress and keep 
the garden. He was to have dominion 
over everything that God had created; 
all animals, fowls, and fishes of the sea 
were under him. There is a prevailing 
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idea among the people that this time of 
innocence was one of idleness and no re- 
sponsibility. Adam’s responsibility was 
great. Everything was in his charge. 
We look upon God as the author of 
all that did exist at that time. His infi- 
nite mind developed the best in every 
creature and made them fit for every 
place that they were to fill. Instead of 
man evoluting, as some claim, from the 
lower organisms, man was the ideal of 
God. The scriptures make it plain that 
God visited Adam and talked with him. 
Everything that God created or made 
was designed to last forever. I know this 
will meet opposition but from a thorough 
study of the Scriptures I feel sure that 
I am right. Everything was made perfect 
but the curse of sin has blighted all the 
wonderful things that were placed under 
man’s charge. The retrogradation and de- 
cay came through the fall and the only 
way to be redeemed from the blight and 
curse is by strict obedience to God. I 
have heard some ask, “Why did God 


create sin?” Sin was not created, it was

committed. There is nothing whatsoever 
new. It was all created at the beginning. 
Inventors do not create. They only con- 
gregate that which is already created, to 
produce new and different results. The 
development of trees, plants, and ll 
vegetation, is only to bring it back to 
its perfect state. 


God hasn’r placed man where he is to- 
day. This came through his fall. God gave 
man specific instructions as to what to 
do and what not to do. He gave him a 
right to partake of everything that was 
in the garden, except the tree of good 
and evil. Gen. 2:16, 17. Everything went 
well until the serpent came on the scene. 
This serpent was upright and in all pro- 
bability one of the most beautiful species 
in the garden. After he deceived Eve he 
was cursed and made to crawl on the 
ground and eat dust as the serpent does 
today. We haven’t space to go into de- 
tails as to his existence but we are sure 
that the spirit he possessed sprang from 
the fall of the angels and after their ex- 
pulsion from their lofty estate, before 
man was made, Satan became the prince 
of the power of the air.
